Among the students was Albin 
Payne, a young man from Faquier co- 
unty, a relative of Admiral Raphael 
Seainiea and a man of fighting blood. 
When the studnets submitted to the 
indignities offered by Patterson his 
fighting blood was aroused. 

"Let me at the bovine," he aaid as 
he walked up to him. Patterson was 
too muech surprised to defend himself 
for only one blow was struck and 
"Billy" Patterson went down wiih a 
thug. It w-as thought at first that 
Patterson was killed, and the stud- 
ents fl*>d to the'r hotel, where a hasty 
conference was held, and they 1 vowed 
not to tell who struck the blow. 

Hardly had Payne been taken out 
a side way to another student's lodg- 
ing house when the police arrived de- 
manding the man "who struck Billy 
Patterson." All the students were 
questioned, but each denied th it he 
had s’ruck Patterson.

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other business, as time rolls on, farm- 
ing has undergone a revolution, and 
we must change with It. The process- 
es and methods employed one bundre 
years ago will not work successfully 
to-day, and those who still use them 
and try to teach them to their boys 
make a failure of their undertaking. 

I would say, take your boys more 
Into your confidence and Interest then 
with the whole working of the farm, 
and give them a chance to prove them 
selves. They may have some Idea on 
certain branches that you are doubt- 
ful of; set aside a little portion of your 
land to experiment on, or let them 
do the experimenting; but don’t be to< 
harsh on them, even If they fall, for In 
experimenting they show the true spir* 
of the future farmer. Your boy may 
have a tendency toward fruit and 
poultry and pigeons take his fancy, 
or perhnps stock raising is his de- 
light, we say never stop him, for all 
these and many more not here men- 
tioned belong to the farm. It Is true 
we will be most successful In those 
things In which we take an Interest. 
We can hot expect success in any- 
thing If we only take half an inter- 
est in It, and if we don’t put our 
whole heart into the subject It will 
not pay, flnclally or otherwise. 

We need more farmes's Institutes 
and similar institutions, where we 
can meet and intrchangee views, and 
when we attend take all or any of 
our families who wish to hear what 
others may have to tell us, and In so 
doing profit thereby. Let us uphold 
all helpful and useful plans for the 
advancement of the farmer’s inter- 
ests, and as we pass from the drama 
of life our boys may have the oppor- 
tunity of as good. If not better, field 
of action. 

If we wish our doy to become a 
doctor, we send him to a medical col- 
lege, Or to the law school to become 
a lawyer, and by the same reasoning 
we should give him an agricultural 
education to become a farmer. The 
opinion Is shared by too many people 
that to become a farmer our boys don’t 
neek any special preparation— they 
say he can pick it up by himself. Of 
course, he can pick up a great deal; 
but if he has good instruction, how 
much more he will know. 1 again 
make the urgefit plea to keep the boy 
on the farm, by making the outlook 
for him as you can. You can ifot do 
so by keeping his ears tingling with 
the story of your reverses •and bad 
ventures, but by dwelling on the 
sunny side, by telling him some of 
your successes. 

Don’t encourage your boy to be al- 
ways bunting that "soft snap" in 
town, for the most of them turn out 
.to be nothing but hard propositions. 

There may be more in your boys 
than you thought, and you should give 
them opportunity to show you that 
there Is. 

The more parents that do this, the 
fewer run-down and unproductive 
farms there will be In the future.

A Chicago dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Enquirer says: “The Re- 
tailers” .Commercial Union has come 
to Its rescue with lance in rest and 
determined to enforce the rule oil trade 
that “Free strings go with the corset." 
At the Grand Paflc hotel to-day a 
shot was fired that will lie heard 
around the world. It was this: Re- 
solved, That a corset lace Is a part of 
the original construction and as nec- 
essary to the corset as laces in a shoe 
or buttons on a man's trousers and 
coat, and should not be considered a 
by-product for which extra charge 
should be made; and that we vigorous 
ly condemn all manufacturers in the 
corset trust for refusing to Include a 
pair of laces In the sale of each cor- 
set.

HORSESHOE LUCK 



An Old Myth That Go** Back to th* 
Greek* and Their Sea God. 

Of all the emblems for good fortune 
the horseshoe stands among the tlrst 
Everybody knows It Is unlucky to pass 
)a horseshoe on tbe road without pick- 
ing it up. it is a luck emblem of the 
greatest power. We are indebted for 
tbit statement to old tales centuries in 
age that have descended from futher 
to son. from mother to daughter, 
through tbe years. 

Tbe old myths repay research. Tbe 
luck of tbe borsesboe has a most re- 
spectable beginning It la traced to the 
religion of the old Greeks aod tbelr sea 
god. Poseidon, wbo was Identical with 
tbe Itoman sea god Neptune. 

To Poseidon horses were sacred, and 
to bint they were sacrificed. Poseidon 
was believed to have created the tlrst 
horse when he struck tbe ground with 
his trident aod a horse sprang front 
tbe hole, which afterward became a 
spring. The sea god was the lord of 
springs. To him all springs were 
ascribed. In tbe shape of a horse be 
sometimes wandered by tbe shores of 
bis ocean domain, and where he struck 
bis hoofs deeply there the waters gush 
ed out and permanent springs were 
found. This is tbe reason why horse- 
shoes are reckoned lucky. Going to the 
root of tbe matter, one sees a nature 
myth as tbe root principle. From the 
sea all rain comes, and to the sea all 
springs owe primal origin, and to the 
rain and the fresh waters, sea derived 
we owe all fertility on earth. 

The old Greeks therefore worshiped 
Poseidon as the fortune giver through 
his springs. They gave him horses, bis 
precious beasts, aud they adored the 
footprints of horses when they found 
them, for they might be the very foot 
prints of the god himself 

When the horses came to he shod the 
transition of the luck emblem from tbe 
footprint Itself to the shoe mark, prac- 
tically the same thing, was easy. 

Pegasus, the winged horse, front 
whose hoofs the water springs gushed 
copiously when he came to earth, has 
been credited with the origin of the 
horseshoe luck. 

The horseshoe was a specldc against 
earthquakes. It would keep a house 
safe from harm by earth shaking 
Again one |tercelves the sea uiyth- 
Pnseidon was the shaker of ibe earth

iucreused iu such myriads that the 
grazing was absolutely ruined. One 
sheep furmer lost $ 8,000 In one yeur.—

Win n V li-tor Hugo's ‘'Marion IV- 
lorme” was rend before the troupe of 
the Porte- Saint Martin theater, the 
actor Luferrh're, then a young man. 
protested against the Insignificant role 
assigned him. la which he would have 
ouly ten lines to recite. Hugo prompt- 
ly reduced him to silence by tlnitider- 
iug. "Ten lilies of Victor Hugo are 
something uot to lie refused — for they 
endure." Hugo attached u similar ex- 
aggerated significance to everything lie 
did and to every object that was In 
any way associated with him. 

For Instance, tie considered his draw- 
ings, which were for the most part 
commonplace enough, of suBIcleut im- 
portance In make them the subject of a 
testamentary provision.
